The process by which the Chinese 
leather acquii-es its peculiar 
characteristic is describe.! as i,,i- 
lows: 

The skins are put into tubs con- 
taining water, saltpeter and .salt, 
and after 30 days are taken out. 
the hair is shaved off and the .skin.s 
well washed in spring water. Each 
hide is then cut up into three piec(>s 
and well steamed, which is done by 
pa.ssing them several times back- 
ward and forward over a straming 
oven. Fnrther, each piece is 
stretched out separately over a flat 
board and secured -with nails, so as 
to dry gradually and thoroughlv in 
the sun. The smoke of the oven 
makes the leather black, and if it is 
desired to have it of a yellow ap- 
pearance, it is rubbed Over with 
water in which the fruit of the so 
called wongchee tree has been soak- 
ed. 

Of the offal glue is made by heaf- 
it in pans for 12 hours over a slow 
fire, and glue so obtained is poured 
into rough earthen vessels, where it 
remains three days in order to co- 
agulate. The solid ma.ss is cut into 
pieces wilh sharp knives and care- 
fully laid upim grating-like trays to 
dry, the time taken in drying vary- 
from .5 days, with a northwest wind, 
to 30 or 40 days with a southeast.— 
Boston Traunrripf.

It is understood that 
members of the former club are to 
be put down on record as patrons 
and patron«!Sses of the new rdub, 
which will allow them privileges 
they formerly enjoyed for practical- 
ly nolhiiig. The Holly woods met 
Friday evening, August I7(h, for 
organization. Revised b^-laws 
were adopted and the election that 
followed resulted in Mr R. E. 
Maynaid being chosen (diAirman, 
and Mr. Henry Benermann the 
secretary and Ireasiirer. These 
officers with Messrs. Wm. i'linmas, 
C. Q. Mann and Albert lIo(;kstuhl 
form the club committee, who will 
have charge of all the club's af- 
fairs, enf,«'rlainm< nts, outings, etc., 
etc. The greatest change of all is 
the club rooms. From the guild 
rooms of St. John's the club goes 
info one of th«^ finest (diib houses 
■in the <;ounlry — Hollywood Inn. 
The c'ub house is five st(»ries high 
and of imposinu Gothic style. In 
the liasemenf are the bowling al- 
leys, statirinary, needle and shower 
baths, ami small gymnasium The 
library, rea'ling room, smoking and 
game room, and office", are on the 
first flfxir.

We earnestly 
hope our Pennsylvania friends will 
soon sec* the day when they can 
point with pride to a Home of their 
own, as the result of Iheir continued 
efToils ill this dire(;liori.

least Riven ub a reeoKiiized standfOR and 
nsRUved the stability of our projocts ; and 
thi> title we then assunu'd has since been 
adopted by other societies having the same 
object ill view— ^'/2., The Advancement of 
the Deaf. It is the growth of the Home 
project that we may refer to with special 
pride and gratillcation. Ten years ago, the 
fund was barely $200, while now it is esti- 
mated to lie in round niiinbers f4,500, and 
the probabilities are that the Home itself 
will be a fact before we come together 
again in convention. 

The report of the Trustees will show how 
fur a<iviui(ed t!ie jiroject is. In additicni to 
the liiianciiil reHourees, several olTers have 
beiMi made to furnish rooms in the Home 
when it is established; and once a begin- 
ning has been made, we are nssurecl of 
generous coiitrilmtioiiK from interested 
friends. Thenr is in all this mueh cause 
lor congralulation and encouragement, 
much more remains to bo done. However, 
once tlie Home is established our real 
responsibility will only begin. Then will 
be neeilefl there not only of an luleciunte 
income for current expenses, but an endow- 
luent to ensure permanent support. All 
tills must be provided tlirough our own 
exertions, and to do it, we mu.st bend our 
best energies. I''ew of our people are 
wealthy, few may even be callocl well-to-do. 
Most of tliein belling to the wage earning 
class with little more than enough tor daily 
needs. .Some have not cvimi that much. A 
few own their homes and carry a modest 
life InHurance, putting also something by 
for the proverbial "rainy day"; but the 
great majority can make no provision 
against pliysical disabilities and the iii- 
lliiuities of age. As a rule they are 
industrious ami frugal, but to most of 
them tht^ more remunerative avenues of 
employ nieiit are closed. • 

So <)ur ability to give towards a project 
like this one we have in hand is not great, 
.Still there is no reason in all this, why our 
people ill general and Iheir frieiuN sliould 
not be regular contrilmtors, both to tl e 
fund for the establishment of the Home 
and that for its endowment. Some can 
give more than others. All shoulcl try to 
give something, wlietlier much or little— 
and there are those wlio cm make large 
contributions, if so disposed ; then, too, 
there are those who can make be(|viests. 
Why should not every deaf man and wo- 
man vvIki makes a will leave some during 
to the endow iiieiit fund, no matter if only a 
few dollarsV 

Another way to increase the endowment 
would be for those who can alTord it to 
insure their lives for the benefit of the 
Home. For instance, a policy for $11)00 
does not cost much, and the income from 
tliiit amount would provide for tlu» main- 
tenance of at least one inmate. So would 
the inccime from two policies for $500, or 
four for liSWO, and so on. 

Surely among the 50(K) or more deaf- 
mutes in the State a sulticienl number 
should be found willing to help in this way. 
.so that eventually a Inrge en<lowiiieiil 
would be provided. I would suggest l<ir 
your consideration llii' establishing of an 
endowment aMsoeiiilioii, eonsi.''tiiig of iiiem- 
bers of the Society who will devote them- 
selves to the securing of an endowment in 
every proper way. l^arge results niny be 
looked for through such a plan. 

We ought to liiive many times our pres- 
ent membership. 1 confess I am at a loss to 
account for the fii.ct that .so few of our 
peoj)le become permanent inembers of the 
.Soi'iety. There seems to lie no lack of in- 
terest III it and its project.s. but it is not the 
sort of interest, apparently, that leads to 
working and giving for it. We are glad of 
course to liave the sympathy of all in our 
woi k and aims; but we want more tiinn 
this — we nee<l Iheir help. We want them 
to become permnneiil iiiemhers of our 
society and aid our work with their c<m- 
tributions and iiilluenee. Two years ago at 
.Scriinton, I'uried the formation of loeiil 
bninches of the .Socii^tv in the various 
centers of deaf-mute population, and iit the 
meeliii^ hist year in S'ork. I reported the 
f irmatKin of such '.iranches al Willianis 
port, Pittsburg, and l'hiladelplii», and was 
encouraged tiolio|M' that anothei year would 
witness a large iiicreiise. In tliis 1 have 
been disap|K>iiited, however; for only one 
more branch has been added, that at Car 
lisle. KITorts to interest people in other 
localities have thus f<ir failed. 

White the few brandies that exist havi' 
worked logood ailv(Uitii|.;e for the increase
